PART II: THE CSA $20 CLIPPER SHIP NOTES of 1861 


I T IS the considered judgment of 
many able students of sail and 
the sea that there has never 
been a more beautiful ship than the 
American clipper. During the 20 
years prior to the War Between the 
States, the clipper brought fame and 
fortune to many an American owner 
and captain, literally ruling the 
commercial waves. Small and com- 
pact, with clean and rakish lines, 
she was built and sailed for speed. 
Clipper competed against clipper, 
steamship, and the heavy cargo 
slow-sailer, and the breaking of sail- 
ing records became a commonplace. 
With her passing there ended one 
of the most exciting and romantic 
eras in American shipping history. 

The vignette of the ship which 
appears on the $20 Confederate 
treasury notes of July 25, 1861 (Brad- 
beer No. 23-33, Chase No. 110, Ray- 
mond No. 9) and of Sept. 2, 1861 
(Bradbeer No. 101-136, Chase No. 
131, Raymond No. 20), has never 
been fully appreciated for its beauty 
and meaning. This lack of apprecia- 
tion can be explained in one or both 
of two ways. 

Primarily, in contrast with other 
Confederate notes, particularly the 
Montgomery and the “First Rich- 
mond” issues, the ship notes are 
definitely inferior in over-all artistry 
and workmanship. Their lower de- 
grees of rarity have also lessened 
their appeal and yet further cast a 
shade on the fineness of their central 
vignette. 


Secondly, the lack of identification 
of the vignette as that of a definitely 
named or even particular type of 
ship, and the seeming impossibility 
of ever providing a true identifica- 
tion, have rendered it of less interest 
than other historically labeled Con- 
federate vignettes. 

Variously referred to in the nu- 
mismatic literature as “full-rigged,” 
“sailing,” and “large sailing,” the 
ship graced many American bank 
notes privately issued before 1861. 
Copied faithfully, except for the 
fiags, by a Hoyer and Ludwig lithog- 
rapher (Hoyer himself, it is be- 
lieved), the fair ship must have 
seemed the very embodiment of the 
hopes of the Confederacy on the 
seas. 

At last the ship has come home, 
and is known. Following a search 
of many months, during which it 
appeared the task was a hopeless 
one, it has been the writer’s good 
fortune to discover a positive identi- 
fication. 

The ship is a Yankee clipper, built 
in 1854 in a city shortly to become 
anathema to the South for its anti- 
slavery and anti-South sentiment. 
The Bostonian, elegant first class 
clipper, sank under the waves only 
weeks before the Confederacy made 
the contracts for its first notes. 

Through the kindness of Charles 
H. P. Copeland, curator of maritime 
history, Peabody Museum, Salem, 
Mass., and Allen Forbes, State Street 
Trust Co., Boston, there is here re-

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produced a ship sailing card adver- 
tising the Bostonian. The original 
card, in the possession of the Pea- 
body Museum, is in four colors on 
white, and measures six and one- 
half inches in height and three and 
one-half inches in width. The card 
is illustrated in color on page 7 of 
Other Yankee Ship Sailing Cards, 
by Allen Forbes and Ralph M. East- 
man, copyright 1949 and issued by 
the State Street Trust Co., Bos- 
ton. On page 8 of this same work 
there appears a short history of the 
Bostonian, here quoted in part by 
permission of Mr. Forbes: 


The year of sailing, which was 
lacking on the card, has been found 
to be 1857. The port was New York. 

The ship sailing card was used in 
the days of the clipper much as our 
passenger ship advertising posters 
are used today. Finely printed in 
color, the card’s vignette was a care- 
ful delineation of the ship it repre- 
sented, and the card often carried 
also a scene or portrait indicative 
of the ship’s name. 

No certain explanation is offered 
by the writer for the use of the 
vignette of the Bostonian to em- 
bellish privately issued bank notes 
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TWENTY DOLLAR 


“As might be guessed from her 
name, this ‘elegant first class clip- 
per ship’ was built in the environs 
of Boston for Bostonians. It was 
D. D. Kelley of East Boston who 
produced her in 1854 for George 
Callander & Co., commission mer- 
chants, of 43 Central Wharf, Boston. 
She was sold to New York in No- 
vember of 1860. On January 2nd, 
1861, she was wrecked near Guernsey 
while bound from New York to 
London. 

“It will be noticed that this card, 
like the majority of those used dur- 
ing the period covered by our bro- 
chures on this subject, fails to give 
the year of the sailing and many do 
not even give the date, which adds 
to the difficulty of successful re- 
search on the history of these ves- 
sels. The active house of William 
T. Coleman & Co., apparently main- 
tained an office of their own in San 
Francisco, instead of using local 
agents in that city . . .“ 


of the period. It is likely that note 
engraving firms, widely known for 
their skill and art, created the en- 
gravings of the ships for the sailing 
cards. The further use of the en- 
gravings as note vignettes would be 
logical and obvious. 

The writer is convinced that the 
Bostonian and the ship of the Con- 
federacy are one and the same. The 
use of this very popular vignette as 
the commercial or journalistic illus- 
tration of another ship in any year 
later than 1854, would not invalidate 
our belief. 

The use of the vignette by Hoyer 
and Ludwig, and its acceptance by 
Confederate Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Memminger, argue that the 
name and history of the ship were 
not known. But any Southerner who 
carried these notes in his pocket, 
would have found grim humor in 
the knowledge that some of his 
brave new money carried the picture 
of a very dead Yankee clipper.

On January 29 the Victoria Cross, 
Britain’s supreme award for brav- 
ery, was 100 years old. Queen Vic- 
toria created it when other decora- 
tions for gallantry in the Crimean 



War seemed inadequate for some of 
the deeds of cold heroism per- 
formed. The prince consort de- 
signed the medal. Since the royal 


warrant of 1856 (made retrospective 
to 1854 for the Crimean campaign) 
only 1,344 men have won the right 
to “a Maltese Cross of Bronze with 
(the) Royal Crest in the centre and 
underneath it an escroll bearing 
this inscription: ‘For Valour.’ Sus- 
pended from the left breast by a 
red riband of one inch and a half 
in width.” 

The medal has always been struck 
by a London firm from the metal of 
guns captured at Sebastopol. ‘‘The 
Cross may be awarded posthu- 
mously,” says the Royal Warrant 
briefiy. It might be added that often 
it is; of the 182 V.C.’s won in the 
second world war, no fewer than 
83 were entrusted to proud but sad 
eyed next-of-kin. In general men 
and women (though no woman has 
yet won it) of all ranks, color and 
creed, in all the military and nuk- 
ing services of Britain, the domin- 
ions, colonies and dependencies and 
protectorates are eligible for the 
award, but there have been and may 
be exceptions. 

The V.C. was awarded the Ameri- 
can Unknown Warrior buried at the 
national cemetery in Washington, 
D.C.; two Danes won it (one in each 
World War) and one German (at 
Balaclava) while serving with Brit- 
ish forces. Civilians may win it 
while serving with the military. 

Double V.C.’s are rare, somewhat 
naturally in view of the small 
chances of earning the decoration 
unscathed. In fact the ‘‘bar” to the 
Cross has been won only three 
times - on all occasions by men 
serving in the army which has, in- 
evitably, as the largest arm, gained 
a high proportion of the awards — 
867. 

A small pension attached to the 
V.C. enables the War Office to keep 
a record of the elite of the brave 
and to deduce that about 400 of 
them are living. A completely ac- 
curate count is not possible since 
not all draw the pension.

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NOTES ON EAST ASIAN NUMISMATICS: 
MISCELLANEA 

By H. F. Bowker 


Doubtless collectors of commemo- 
rative coins will be interested in 
knowing the significance of the 
Chinese date, May 20, 1954, which 
appears below the head of Sun Yat- 
sen on the 50-cent aluminum-bronze 
coins of Taiwan which was figured 
and described by E. Kann in the 
November 1954 issue of The Numis- 
matist. This date is that of the 
second re-election of Chiang Kai- 
shek as president of Nationalist 
China. He was originally elected 
president, May 20, 1950, and re- 
elected on May 20, 1952 and May 20, 

1954.

A report that a specimen of a 
bronze “tablet” inscribed in the an- 
cient Tangut script was brought to 
the United States by Charles V. Hap- 
pen was published in the February, 

1955, issue of The Numismatist. The 
story included a brief summary of 
Henry A. Ramsden’s article describ- 
ing a similar specimen which was 
in his collection in early 1914, when 
he was preparing the article he pub- 
lished in The Numismatic and 
Philatelic Journal of Japan for 
April, 1914. This specimen is not 
now in the Ramsden collection 
which is deposited in the Museum 
of the American Numismatic Soci- 
ety in New York. 

It seemed rather strange to the 
writer that this, then supposed to 
be unique specimen, which must 
have been very highly regarded by 
its owner, was not in the collection 
when its specimens were inspected 
in 1941, nor was it listed in the 
manuscript catalog of the collection 
which was prepared for John Reilly 
by Ramsden’s former employees 
after he had purchased it in 1917 for 
$15,525, then the equivalent of the 
Yen 30,000, the upset price specified 
in Ramsden’s will. It can only be 
concluded that he either disposed of 
it before his death, June 27, 1915, 
(an unlikely contingency) or it was 


abstracted from the collection and 
sold irregularly. 

I am now able to report that the 
identical specimen figured in plate 
VII of the NdPJJ is now probably 
in a Chinese collection of antiqui- 
ties, for an excellent ink-rubbing 
(uchigata) is in a volume entitled 
Tseng Ting Li Tai Fu P’ei Tu Lu, 
Coole’s number C-318A, now in my 
library. There is not the slightest 
doubt but what the specimen figured 
therein is the identical one that 
Ramsden owned, as the hand-incised 
Tangut inscriptions on both sides 
agree in every detail with the plate 
Ramsden published. The publication 
date of this volume is 1925. 

The statement in Kappen’s article 
that “the characters differing on the 
two pieces” is not strictly correct. 
Although the hand-incised charac- 
ters on the obverse of Ramsden’s 
specimen differs in minor details 
from those on Kappen’s, there is 
not the slightest doubt but that all 
four characters were intended to be 
the same in both inscriptions, and 
differ only because they were cut by 
two different individuals or by the 
same artisan at different times. 

It can be stated confidently that 
these pieces were never intended for 
money, as it is a well established 
fact that the coinage of the Tanguts, 
the Hsi Hsia dynasty, A. D. 982-1227, 
was essentially the same as the con- 
temporaneous coins of China proper. 
Only a relatively few of their coins 
have survived which have inscrip- 
tions in the Tangut script, three 
varieties to be exact. The remainder 
all have their inscriptions in Chinese 
characters. 

It might be relevant to point out 
that Kappen has copied the errone- 
ous transliteration of the name of 
the place from which Ramsden ob- 
tained his specimen, which should 
be Lanchow, otherwise there might 
be some confusion between the place 
where Ling Chiu Yuan obtained his 
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specimens, Liangchowfu, and Lan- 
chow, where Ramsden’s specimen 
was obtained. They are two widely 
separated places, some 450 li (ap- 
proximately 150 miles) apart, though 
both are within the boundaries of 
the former Tangut dominion. 

* * * 

Reference is made to the pu at 
the bottom of page 938 of the 
September, 1955, Numismatist. 1 have 
been privileged to examine the speci- 
men there figured and have no hesi- 
tation in calling it bogus. No such 
token having the denomination of 
three chin has ever been found, only 
those of one-half, one, and two chin 
being known. The genuine speci- 
mens are bronze, and without the 
fanciful ornamentation composed of 
dots and a moon found on this piece. 
In addition, it is made of brass, an 
alloy entirely unknown in the coins 
of the Chou dynasty, and is a con- 
coction provided with false patina- 
tion to impose on collectors. 


The interesting tradesman’s token 
struck on a Chinese coin depicted 
on page 1094 of the October, 1955, 
Numismatist is described as having 
been struck on a ‘T9th century 
Chinese coin.” The coin however, is 
one of Ch'ien Lung, the 4th emperor 
of the Ch’ing dynasty, who reigned 
from 1736 to 1795, which places it 
in the 18th century.

A similar British- Japanese usage 
has just come to my attention, as in 
a Japanese publication which has 
recently been added to my numis- 
matic library entitled Kansai Kosen 
Taikai Senpu (An illustrated record 
of the Kansai District Numismatic 
Great Meeting) published in 1952, a 
specimen of the common Bunkyu 
Eiho holed cash of 1862, J & V No. 
K901, has the following inscriptions 
overstruck on its broad rims: ob- 
verse, BURTONS OLD CURIOSITY 
SHOP • FALMOUTH • ; reverse, 
KNOWN THROUGHOUT THE CIV- 
ILIZED WORLD. 


DECIMAL COINS FOR INDIA 


Decimal coinage will come to India 
on April 1, 1957, the effective date 
of the amendment passed in 1955. 
After that date, the rupee will be 
divided into 100 equal units and the 
unit coin will be designated as naya 
paisa (new pice). Thus 100 naye 
paise will make one rupee, the value 
of which remains the same as at 
present. The new coins will be 
issued to the public through the 
reserve bank and state bank offices, 
treasuries and subtreasuries. Cur- 
rent coins will continue to be legal 
tender for about three years during 
which time they will be gradually 
withdrawn from circulation. 

The new series will have the fol- 
lowing units: 1 naya paisa, 2 naye 
paise, 5 naye paise, 10 naye paise, 
25 naye paise, 50 naye paise, and 


100 naye paise. The present 2-anna, 
1-anna, half-anna, and single-pice 
coins will not have exact equivalents 
with the new coins, but their places 
will be taken by 10 naye paise, 5 
naye paise, 2 naye paise, and 1 naya 
paisa, respectively. The existing 
quarter-rupee, half-rupee, and single- 
rupee coins will continue to be com- 
mon to both the existing and new 
coinage systems. Thus, 25 naye paise 
will be equivalent to 4 annas, 50 
naye paise will be equivalent to 8 
annas, and 100 naye paise will be 
equivalent to one rupee. 

The 100, 50, and 25 naye paise 
coins will be of pure nickel, while 
the 10, 5, and 2 naye paise coins will 
be cupro-nickel alloy (75 per cent 
copper and 25 per cent nickel). The 
one naya paisa coin will be of bronze.

Fire recently destroyed much of the 
family enterprise conducted by Leo A.

New Zealand Medal 
As one of the features of its cen- 
tennial, the Wellington, New Zealand, 
Chamber of Commerce has struck a 
medallion which is available in bronze 
for $3.00. Only two in silver were 
made, one for the New Zealand Do- 
minion Museum and the other for the 
archives of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. The designer of the obverse 
was E. M. Bardsley; of the reverse, 
James Berry. The die was engraved 
by G. Whitehouse and the medals 
were struck by Mayer & Kean, Ltd., 
Wellington, N. Z. Size of both me- 
dallions, 45 mm. 

The obverse is the Chamber crest 
surrounded by a spray of laurel 
leaves. The crest shield depicts Mer- 
cury, the goddess of commerce, to- 
gether with symbols representing the 
various facets of commerce (tire rep- 
resenting road transport; cog wheel, 
manufacturing; quill, the office and 
professions; and ship, sea transport) 
under which is the Wellington city 
coat of arms with the Southern Cross 
as a centerpiece. For centenary pur- 
poses, the crest proper is surrounded 
by sprays of laurel leaves on which is 
superimposed at the base 1856-1956, 
the whole being surmounted by the 
word CENTENARY. 

The reverse shows perhaps the 
quaintest feature of early Wellington 
mercantile life, the combined store 
and ship known from 1850 to 1883 as 
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“Noah’s Ark,’’ owned by John Plim- 
mer. 

The medallions may be ordered 
from the Chamber at P. O. Box 1590, 
Wellington, New Zealand.

After a tour of the town on Monday 
morning, members attended an illus- 
trated lecture by Dr. van Gelder who 
related the history of the royal coin 
collection in the Hague. The General 
Assembly in 1957 will take place in 
Barcelona.

Despite 
the unpleasant weather, an enthusi- 
astic crowd milled around the various 
displays and the 32 bourse tables. A 
banquet was held Saturday night and 
winners in the various displays were 
presented plaques instead of the cus- 
tomary ribbons. The auction was con- 
ducted by Michael Kolman of Federal 
Coin Exchange of Cleveland. 

Clarke-Melish Auctions Bring 
Record Prices 

Total prices realized at the auctions 
of the T. James Clarke large cents 
and the Thomas G. Melish collections 
set what is undoubtedly a record for 
any American sales. Over $212,000.00 
worth of rare coins went under the 
hammer of A. Kosoff of Encino, Calif, 
in four auction sessions. 

April 21st, Kosoff sold the Clarke 
cents at the Statler Hotel in New 
York City. Collectors and dealers had 
congregated from all parts of the 
country and had been examining the 
lots for several days prior to the sale. 
Interest was keen and bidding brisk 


as the 1793 Crosby lA was sold to A1 
McDowell of Ohio for $350.00. Morton 
Stack of New York paid $700.00 for 
the Crosby 3C and then Jim Sloss of 
Pennsylvania went to $1650.00 for the 
gem 6F. The 7F maintained the pace 
at $1200.00, as did the 9G at $850.00. 
The 101 sold high at $500.00, as did 
the 1794 Hays 17 at $275.00. A record 
price of $500.00 was paid for the Hays 
46a, which was out of the Pearl col- 
lection, and the 1796 Liberty cap, Gil- 
bert A, fetched $310.00, another top 
figure. 

The Judge Moll 1799 cent went rea- 
sonably at $1100.00, although the rare 
variety with the heavily cracked ob- 
verse, ex-French, realized a high 
$600.00, Mrs. Paschal being the buyer. 
Mrs. Norweb reached a bit for the 
1800, S 197, at $180.00 and the 1802, 
S 235, at $400.00. The 1804 cents went 
reasonably at $525.00 and $475.00, but 
considerable interest sent the 1806 to 
$250.00. Undoubtedly a very new high 
was established when Manny Taylor 
of New York bid $550.00 for the 1807 
comet cent; previous high was about 
half that figure. 

The first 140 lots through 1814 
fetched over $26,000.00, and the 493 
lots in the session went for over 
$43,000.00 with splendid results evi- 
denced when the extraordinary offer- 
ing of the late proofs were put on the 
block. The 1825 N9 sold for $155.00, 
1828 N5 at $255.00 and a second one at 
$250.00, 1831 N3 at $125.00, 1837 N3 
at $175.00, 1837 NIO at $125.00; 1838 
Nil went for $230.00 and 1840 N2 at 
$165.00. 

Closing the New York session were 
47 lots of half cents. A superb 1795 
fetched a record $325.00, but the 
splendid 1796 with pole sold for a very 
reasonable $850.00. Proofs did very 
well with the 1831 G1 at $275.00, the 
G2 at $200.00 and the 1832 G1 at 
$200.00. The proofs in the I840’s 
ranged between $120.00 and $175.00. 

The scene shifted to Indianapolis, 
site of the Central States Numismatic 
Society convention, and the next ses- 
sion, Friday, April 27th. Present high 
levels for proof coins were maintained 
with breakthroughs to new records 
occurring now and then. The cata- 
loger’s estimates were reached, passed 
and in general flirted with throughout 
the offerings of the minor proofs. 
Floor activity was keen and most of 
the lots were sold to bidders present 
at the sale, although many choice 
coins were acquired by mail bidders. 
Lot 671, for example, a splendid set 
of buffalo nickels, was sold for 
$1025.00 to an Arizona collector. 
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A record $55.00 was realized for the 
1858 proof dime and a new high of 
$77.50 was reached when Dave Pierce 
bought the 1915 proof dime. The 
1916-D fetched $175.00 and the 1927-D 
$167.50. 

Space does not permit further item- 
ized listings, but it is worthy of note 
that the 1864 proof $20.00 sold for 
$750.00, the 1881 $675.00, 1882 $675.00, 
1883 $1750.00, 1884 $1900.00, 1886 

$775.00, 1887 $775.00. New interest in 
early quarter eagles, half eagles and 
eagles was noted and we can antici- 
pate higher price levels in these series. 
One new record calls for special men- 
tion, the 1848 CAL quarter eagle at 
$600.00; also the 1863 at $1250.00. The 
Baldwin and Co. double eagle went 
rather reasonably just above the 
$5000.00 level and was undoubtedly 
one of the best buys of the sale. 

Indian Silver Imports 

The government of India has de- 
cided to license freely the importation 
from Tibet of any silver coin which is 
current in the Tibet region of China. 
The purpose is to ease Indian-Tibetan 
trade. Indian duty on the import of 
silver bullion, processed silver and 
silver coin has been increased to 11c 
(U.S.) per ounce, double the previous 
rate. 

New Netherlands Prices Realized 

The 47th sale of the New Nether- 
lands Coin Co. was the largest public 
coin offering by the firm since the 
combined ANA presentation in 1952. 
Held in two evening sessions, April 
19th and 20th, the auction grossed 
over $60,000 (against a pre-sale esti- 
mate of $45,000-50,(X)0 by the catalog- 
ers), and established both new price 
and floor attendance records. 

Relatively dormant national bank 
notes and T. J. Clarke’s minor Cali- 
fornia gold became very much alive 
during the flrst evening when several 
dealers fought for lots in both series. 
Many of the prices realized surprised 
the old-timers present, most of whom 
considered circulated “nationals” a 
form of spending money. The most 
indicative results were as follows:

ANCIENT — AND HONORABLE 

(The following exchange took place during the hearings on bureau of the 
mint appropriations before the committee on appropriations of the House of 
Representatives, Jan. 19, 1956.) 


Gordon Canfield (New Jersey): 
As to coin collectors, is the family 
of coin collectors throughout the 
country and the world an ever- 
increasing family of folk? 

William H. Brett (Director of the 
Mint): I received the January issue 
of Numismatic (sic) magazine and 
took it to Dr. Howard. I could not 
believe the list of new applications 
for membership for the month of 
November alone; am I correct on 
that? 

Leland Howard (Assistant Direc- 
tor of the Mint): Yes. 

Mr. Brett: It took about six pages 
of finely typed print to give the new 
applications for membership in the 
month of November alone. 

Mr. Howard: I do not know who 
is sponsoring it, but I do know, for 
example, that the Boy Scouts have 
become interested. One of their 
badges now is on coin collecting, 
because we get a lot of inquiries 
about various phases of it. 

The other day I happened to re- 
ceive a telephone call from some 
lady whom I believe had gotten 
down to the Brownies. That is the 
younger girls of the Girl Scouts. Ap- 
parently this is spreading through- 
out the younger people. Whether 


somebody is sponsoring it or not 
I do not know, but at least it is 
there. 

No doubt once a person decides 
he is interested in coin collecting 
he is at least going to pick up a 
few coins to keep and hold. 

Mr. Canfield: Coin collecting, of 
course, is an ancient and a very 
wholesome and a very commendable 
hobby. When people collect coins 
and they are sequestered, what does 
that mean to the government in the 
way of savings or profits? 

Mr. Howard: Of course if they 
take a coin that is manufactured 
out of a cheap metal or a metal 
that is below the face value of the 
coin and if they hold it indefinitely 
and keep it out of circulation the 
government has made a profit on 
the transaction. 

That would not be true, for ex- 
ample, on the gold coins, where the 
amount of gold in the coin is equal 
to the face value of the coin and 
actually the manufacturing charge 
or the manufacturing cost, plus the 
copper alloy going into the gold 
coin, was an expense to the govern- 
ment. A $20 gold piece, for example, 
had $20 of gold in it. The manu- 
facturing and the copper in it was 
an expense to the government.
